Their past and present correspon de nce from all over the US rela- 
tive to UFO sightings is voluminous. They have slack^eriodsy 

as ves the case in December 19 ^, thus there vere no "Investigator^" 

reports irgnediatel y- available for the month o f Disceaber. NICAP 

has active CooEiitteeSj, scattered throughout the US. Investigators 
active with these coriiaittees-call- upon the sources of reported 
UFO sigj'.tings to obtain first hand, eye witness accounts of the 
sightings. A p rin te d fo rra , prepa red b y the Air Force for KICAP's 
use, is utilized during the interview, and submitted to NICAP 
headquarters along vith-th^source-s,eye-witness account as told 
to the investigator. It vas our xmderstemding that copies of these 
reports go directly to various Air Force bases. Tliore apparently 
is a strong feeling on the part of NICAP officials, i.e., Kehos 
a.nd Hall, that the Air Force tends to downgrade the iinjjortence 
of UrU slghtiiips because-they{ the Air- Force) -does not care to 
have too Buch made of the sighitings by the US press. We vere 
told hy Mr. Hall that there have been instances where the Air 
Force has attempted to intinddate witnesses and get them to sign 
false statements relative to UFO sightings.

of the Patment IMval Air Station oetveon l^OO reid 1530 on 19 
Decenoer I96!;. This incident ves reported in the press as & 
single sighting, a UFO approaching Pat.r<cent at speeds up 
lailes per hour. The Air Force a day or so later stated in '-h-> 
p-^ess that the blip vas caused by faulty raoar equipment.
